Four points regarding the 
downtown policy were 
brought forward by Coun, 
Bakker at the council meet- 
ing on Monday, August 26, 
and they were added to the 
agenda as business arising

in the remaining area to 
plan such facilities that the 
town wants to set for com- 
mercial or whatever they 
want to do,”’ 

Mr. Byron noted that the 
price of land in the down- 
town area had risen sub- 
stantially since the purchase 
of land had been carried on 
in the area and the price 
had risen significantly even 
in the last few weeks to a 
point where the cost was 
much higher than the town 
had paid previously, 

The resolution regarding 
a stoppage of land acquisi- 
tion in the downtown area 
was passed with a vote of 
7 to 0. 

The second resolution, 
dealing with the replot sch- 
eme, would include all the 
land in the area bounded by 
the river, Grandin Road, 
Sir Winston Churchill, Per- 
ron Street (excluding the 
area between Perron Street 
and the main just west of 
Perron treet), and exclud- 
ing the Bruin Inn property. 
Coun, Bakker indicated that 
at this point the Imperial 
Lumber facility would be 
included. 

This motion was carried 
with a vote of 6 to 1, Coun, 
Fyfe was opposed. 

The third resolution was 
that staff prepare replot al- 
ternatives, possible ways of 
regrouping the land with the 
proviso that the properties 
do not lose value of land so 
that they get equivalent value 
back. This resolution passed 
with a vote of 7 to 0, 

The fourth motion was that 
the town only consider pur- 
chasing lands which were of 
the average price that has 
been paid so far, Coun, Bak- 
ker added that he would be 
willing to pay up to $3 per 
square foot as the average 
price. There was no discus- 
sion on this motion other 
than Coun, Bakker restating 
that the town staff would 
only consider the offers of 
land and the motion was 
carried with a vote of 7 to 
0, 

The nature of these mot- 
ions would seem to indicate 
that the town is preparing 
to consolidate the downtown 
properties in readiness to 
prepare for the downtown 
re-development though it 
was not indicated how long 
the replot procedure would 
take or how long the alter- 
natives would require in pre- 
paration, It is not unlikely 
that the scheme for replot- 
ing of the area will be forth- 
coming in the next 12 months 
while re-development may 
be five years off.

The Mayor Replies 


The Editor: 

The article by the MLA 
in the St. Albert Gazette of 
August 21, 1974, is erron- 
eous On several counts; and 
I would like to correct some 
of them. Last year the St. 
Albert Town Council set a 
municipal mill rate of 37.538 
mills. Section 93 subsection 
8 of The Municipal Taxation 
Act allowed council to levy 
a 10 per cent service charge 
on education. It had to be 
levied on both the Provincial 
Foundation Program and the 
local school boards supple- 
mentary requisition. This 
generated $143,000 of addi- 
tional income - not $80,000, 
Council promptly dropped 
the municipal mill rate to 
33,242 mills to reflect this 
additional income (4.296 de- 
crease for municipal pur- 
poses), Each mill in 1973 
was worth approximately 
$33,280. This 10 per cent 
levy on education increased 
the Foundation fund assess- 
ment from 23.156 to 25,472 
mills; the local boards from 
19.806 to 21.870, There was 
absolutely no gain to the 
Town or any cost to the 
school boards, There was 
very definitely a gain to the 
majority of citizens of St. 
Albert who had an assess- 
ment below the maximum for 
the $216 Homeowners rebate 
as the increase in the Pro- 
vincial Education Foundation 
Program of 2,31€ mills in- 
creased the amount of Home- 
owners tax discount by an 
average $17, 

The action Town Council 
took benefited the majority 
of the residents of the Town 
without costing them a penny, 
This action became famous 
throughout the Province and 
was called the St. Albert 
loophole and was laughingly 
referred to by the Honour- 
able Dave Russell, Minister 
of Municipal Affairs, at the 
Alberta Urban Municipalit- 
ies Association convention in 
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September 1973 when he an- 
nounced the loophole would 
be plugged at the fall sess- 
ion of the legislature later 
in the year. I might add, the 
Only municipality to use the 
loophole to increase Home- 
owner discounts was St, Al- 
bert. 

The Town Council did have 
to increase the mill rate by 
5.958 mills but this increase 
actually reflects anincrease 
of 1.662 mills over the total 
mill revenue generated in 
1973. The supplementary re- 
quisition for school boards 
in fact increased from 19, 806 
milis to 23.9 public and 22,2 
separate. 

Of the actual 1.662 mill 
increase, there were unusual 
increases in (1) The Sturgeoa 
General Hospital - 0,8 mill 
for ground improvements, 
(2) Home for the Aged in 
Legal - 0.1 mill deficit, and 
(3) Provincial Planning Fund 
- 0.1 mill plus other inci- 
dental costs levied but not 
controlled by the Town. The 
amount of less than 0,662 of 
a mill was requisitioned by 
the town for actual munici- 
pal purposes for anincrease 
of approximately 1.76 per 
cent. In view of the cost of 
living increase well in ex- 
cess of 10 per cent, I be- 
lieve this shows excellent 
control of finances, 

I am aware of discuss- 
ions with the MLA explain- 
ing the purpose behind the 
10 per cent levy last year 
and would also refer him to 
articles on taxation in the 
July 4 and July 11, 1973 
editions of The Gazette in- 
serted in one case by the 
Editor. 

It has always been my 
understanding a newspaper 
should communicate to its 
public in an objective and 
impartial way items of in- 
terest to that public. 

The transit agreement 
with the City of Edmonton 
effective April 1, 1974 has 
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brought an excellent service 
to the town and is reflected 
in the increased usage of 
public transit. This service 
will be expanded, but I would 
like to remind the residents 
it is also very costly and 
not self-supporting, This 
fact is also recognized in 
the 1974 budget increase for 
municipal purposes of a 
maximum of 0,662 of a mill.

Coun cil to Forward 
Resolutions to AUMA 


Councillor Bakker re-in- 
troduced the motion he put 
forward last year for a re- 
solution to be brought before 
the Alberta Urban Munici- 
palities Association regard- 
ing the option allowing mun- 
icipal councils to elect a 
mayor from _ the elected 
councillors rather than have 
an individual specifically 
elected to the position. 

Coun, Bakker stated that 
he would like to see this 
motion brought back to the 
AUMA, The motion would 
be worded as it was last 
year to the effect that the 
mayor would be selected by 
the councillors rather than 
by the population at large. 
In response to a question 
from Coun, Lukay as to the 
amount of support received 
by the motion on the floor 
of the AUMA meeting, Coun, 
Bakker stated that it re- 
ceived a bit of support but 
was defeated. He mentioned 
that most notibly the supp- 
ort came from the delegation 
from Calgary. 

Coun, Hudson reported 
that he recalled this particu- 
lar resolution receiving a 
vote of 382 to 7 when it was 
defeated by the AUMA last 
year and that there was an 
outstanding lack of recounts 
of the votes. 

Council voted 5 to 2 in 
favour of re-introducing the 
resolution before the AUMA 
Mayor Gibbon and Coun, 
Hudson voted against. 

In addition to this reso- 
lution, two other resolutions 
prepared by Coun, Bakker 
will be going before the AU- 
MA from the Council of St. 
Albert. The first of these is 
designed to seek permission 
for municipalities to issue 


ocracy. 

When the process is im- 
peded by a minority group 
of vocalists with a variance 
of interests in mind, I feel 
there exists an abdication of

The second is a resolution 
to curtail the profits being 
accumulated by land specu- 
lators. 

The first of these reso- 
lutions received a vote of 
6 to 0, 

Coun, Bakker stated that 
there should be some form 
of regulation on the amount 
of profits coming from the 
sale of land especially in 
the case of a short term 
owners. 

Coun, de Bruijn stated that 
he agreed with the principle 
behind the proposed resolu- 
tion, ‘‘Whether it is the veh- 
icle that will provide the 
inhibiting factor, I do not 
know, I certainly think that 
it is worth a try,’ hestated. 
“IT feel that we should con- 
centrate our efforts and 
come up with alternatives, 
that we can offer to the pro- 
vincial wizards so that we 
can give them several eff- 
orts that they can find one 
that is palatable and do 
something about it.’ 

Mayor Gibbon remarked 
that there already exists one 
other alternative to the spe- 
culating land sales which is 
being followed by the Ontar- 
io government. He stated 
that this could be looked at 
by the provincial govern- 
ment here. ‘‘The Ontario 
legislation is very definite 
in the fact that there is a 
50 per cent tax on profits 
from speculating land sales. 
When I say speculative land 
sales, if the person buys 
the land and develops as 
housing or what have you 
and sells it, there is no tax 
on that particular item, If 
he purchases the land and 
two days later sells it for

on Council- Ministers meeting 


At a meeting held July 20, 
1974 with three Cabinet Min- 
isters, the mayor and five 
councillors, (Coun. Thrond- 
son was absent) which I att- 
ended at the request of the 
minister of Municipal Aff- 
airs, Mr. Dave Russell sta- 
ted that he was ‘‘Absolutely 
Shocked’’ at the irrespon- 
sible manner in which the 
Mayor and Council directed 
their administration to sur- 
charge a 10 per cent collec- 
tion fee and to withold and 
spend the Provincial School 
Foundation portion and 
School requisition portion 
from the supplementary as- 
sessment levied on homes 
under construction in 1972 
and 1973. 

Mr. Russell further point- 
ed out that the gouging of 
the Government to raise the 
Tax Rebate Cheque last year 
by a few 


dollars wasn't too 
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smart either. The actual in- 
crease from the increased 
municipal tax was not that 
bigy Those who took it on 
the higher assessment were 
the so called 20 per cent of 
the homes that were in the 
maximum $216 rebate class, 

Both the Minister of the 
Environment, Bill Yurko, 
and the Minister of High- 
ways and Transport, Clar- 
ence Copithorne also took 
exception to certain posi- 
tions taken in the town’s 
brief presented at the meet- 
ing which was requested by 
St, Albert Council for arr- 
anging additional financial 
assistance, The meetingwas 
less productive than could 
have been the case, 

I had to leave before the 


two hour meeting concluded 
together with Mr, Yurko on 
an Industrial Developrnent 
matter, and was informed 


later that discussion degen- 
erated into critizing the Ga- 
zette, pressing for a separ- 
ate seat in the Legislature 


for St, Albert and demand- 
ing an interview with the 
Premier, 


twice the amount there would 
be a 50 per cent automatic 
provincial tax which is going 
to the municipalities invol- 
ved. That 50 per cent is not, 
from what I understand, all- 
owed as a deduction on the 
income tax, federal income 
tax, so you are getting to 
a pretty high level of taxa- 
tion, I think that this is one 
of the possible alternatives 
we can give to the govern- 
ment in the form of this 
particular resolution, ”’ 

Coun, Hudson stated that 
he wondered about this re- 
solution, ‘‘Are we calling 
the person who buys up land 
and sits on it for 10 years 
and then whenthe municipal- 
ity has grown to that bound- 
ary, annexes it, subsequently 
develops it. Are we calling 
him a speculator?’’ Coun, 
Bakker answered no, due to 
the fact of the cost of devel- 
opment entering into the rate 
of return. ‘I am not talking 
about the guy whois improv- 
ing the land because there 
are costs associated with 
this the same way as the 
public utilities have costs 
and are allowed these costs 
in the calculation of rate of 
return, We are dealing 
purely with the man who is 
holding onto land, there has 
been no rezoning, there has 
been nothing done tothe land, 
and sells it again, He has 
contributed absolutely noth- 
ing to society other than he 
has contributed to a great 
extent to inflation,’’ 

Coun. Hudson stated that 
he asked the questions due 
to the many complexities in 
the matter and Coun, Bakker 
stated that the paths must be 
shown to the provincial gov- 
ernment so that protection 
can be given to the younger 
generation who will be inthe 
market for such a commo- 
dity in the future. 

Mayor Gibbon reported his 
concern that the resolution 
was not flexible enough and 
that he suspected that it 
would be lost on the floor of 
the convention unless some 
addition was made tothe eff- 
ect that the provincial gov- 
ernment could do whatever 
was necessary in this re- 
gard, Coun. Bakker agreed 
to this addition, 

This motion was passed by 
the Council with a vote of 
7 to 0,

Morinville Subdivision will A ccomodate 7,820 


A subdivision covering 495 
acres adjacent tothe Town of 
Morinville on the east, is in 
the initial stages ofdevelop- 
ment by Forest Glenn (Dixie) 
Ltd,, a Traders Group firm 
who own 100_per cent of the 
land. It will eventually house 
about 7,820 people, 

Mr. Clifford Small, Ed- 
monton branch manager for 
Forest Glenn noted there are 
also some 480 acres to the 
northeast recommended for 
development over 20 years 
by Qualico Construction, un- 
der the town’s long range 
plan; plus a rounding off of 
the southwestern portion of 
the existing town site, rough- 
ly 40 acres, 

Fully developed, these 
three areas plus the present 
town would accommodate a 
population of approximately 
16,000 in Morinville, 

The Forest Glenn area 
is bounded on the south by 
the Northern Alberta Rail- 
way, on the north by a se- 
condary highway (an exten- 
sion of Laval Avenue) and 
on the east by a town road, 
Portion already approved 
consists of 238 lots, 90 of 
which were serviced last 
year, Permit was received 
this month to do the under- 
ground servicing of the 89 
lots immediately south, and 


Mr, Small expects this work 
will he completed in the 
fall, allowing work to go 
forward on housing units 
through the winter, Next year 
the final 59 lots (working 
south) will be developed in 
the portion of the area al- 
ready approved for develop- 
ment. 


LAND USE 


273.7 acres of the total 
subdivision will be used for 
residential development of 
which 252.3 will have single 
family homes and 21,4 acres 
are planned for medium den- 
sity row housing. Density 
is averaged out at 15 per- 
sons per gross acre, 

Commercial development 
is provided for on 33 acres, 
30 for a major site and three 
acres for a neighborhood 
shopping site, The large site 
will be staged for develop- 
ment after the major por- 
tion of the whole area is 
done, However, Mr, Small 
will shortly be giving con- 
sideration to the planning 
of the 30 acre site. 

Land for public use is

tary school sites, two of 
them 10 aeres and one nine 
acre site. 15.8 acres are 
allowed for a junior high 


Site and the neighborhood 
shopping centre is proposed 
to border on two school 

sites. This is a generous 
allowance for schools, con- 
Sidering that some centres 
allow only five acres, and 
will give the subdivision an 
excellent proportion of open 
space, which will be conn- 
ected by a treed parkway. 


DEVELOPMENT GOALS 


“It is a challenging opp- 
ortunity to do a completely 
planned development,”’ said 
Mr. Small, “At the same 
time such an opportunity puts 
the onus on the developer to 
ensure proper develop- 
ment."? He believes it is 
important that staging and 
planning should work in with 
the character of the town, 
an old established agricul- 
tural service centre, and 
also fit in with the capacity 
of the town to develop, 

He feels that the devel- 
opment in Morinville will 
contribute to the current 
concept of decentralization 
in the Edmonton region, 
There is a growing ten- 
deney, says the consultant’s 
report, for people to move 
outside the central city for. 
greater housing choice, low- 
er housing cost, or an al- 
ternate mode of living. Mor- 
inville was recommended by 
Morinville Council and 
Board of Trade as a growth 
centre, since it meets re- 
gional planning criteria, 
along with towns like Leduc, 


Spruce Grove and Stony 
Plain. 
‘Rampant development 


could destroy both the char- 
acter and the viability of the 
town,’’ Mr, Small stated. 
He is concerned further with 
getting first-class builders 
and is well satisfied with 
the work of Greenacre 
Homes Ltd,, and Willow- 
brook Homes Ltd. All lots 
are being sodded, It is a 
lane-less subdivision plan 
with looped type road sys- 
tem, to be totally serviced 
with underground power 
lines, street lighting and 
paved streets, Mr. Small 
sees completion in eight to 
10 years - about 160 homes 
per year if spread over 10, 

Town Council will help 
maintain high standards by 
exercising control through 
building permits. The devel- 
oper is also prepared to do 
a landscape plan for a neigh- 
borhood park in the Debuc- 
Grandin Avenue area, which 
would retain several rows 


of trees in the area. Mr, 
Small feels the development 
of the initial stage carries 
1 heavy responsibility in 
establishing a quality stand- 
ard for the whole of its sub- 
division 

Houses have beer selling 
out in an average price range 
of $20 - 31,000, with a few 
higher priced. 


ENGINEERING & UTILITIES 


The Forest Glenn propos- 
al has been co-ordinated as 
to engineering with the 
design by Makale, Holloway, 
planning consultants and As- 
sociated Engineering Ser- 
vices were engaged by the 
developers to submit the 
engineering report. Main 
collector road rights-of-way 


Will provide what is consid- 
ered the best route for both 
sanitary and storm trunk 
sewers, 

The town is presently up- 
grading the sewer system 
with initial staging to serve 
a population of 7,000, Right 
of ways have been surveyed 
and assessment of land val- 
ues was carried out by an 
appraiser. Easement agree- 
ments have been drawn up 
and land is presently being 
purchased. Council expects 
to let a contract around 
November Ist of this year 
for a 10 mile 24 inch sewer 
trunk line to connect with 
the St. Albert line. 


The Manawan Canal from 
which the town water supply 


is obtained is to the north- 
east of town and the water 
treatment plant and raw 
water reservoir are off high- 
way 2 just north of the town. 

The rey ort includes a de- 
sign proposal for a future 
main and reservoir to serve 
the subdivision, 

At present town council 
is exploring all avenues for 
a water line with a target 
date of the spring of 1976 
to get the project underway. 
The existing plant will serve 
a population of 3,500, 

Forest Glenn Developers 
will be responsible for build- 
ing water and sewer lines 
and roads within their sub- 
division as well as bringing 
the lines to the town’s sys- 
tems.
